The method according to claim 10 in which^said active ingredient is 
administered to said host by parenteral mi^ns. 

12. The method according to claim 10 ii^hich said active ingredient is 
administered topically to said host 

13. The method according to claim 10 in which said active ingredient is 
administered intravenously to said host. 



14. The method according to/claim 10 in which said active ingredient is 
administered in a suppository inserted in said host. 
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
